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1. All Yugoslav guards along the Italo<-Yugoslav frontier have been alerted 
: to watch for seven allegedly high ranking Yugoslav officers who escaped 
from the Ljubljana garrison on or about 1) April, 


2. Two prominent Yugoslav civilians from Belgrade have reached the border 
area near Gorizia clandestinely but cannot cross while the alert is on. 
One is identified as the wife of Petrovic (fnu) who was with the Yugoslav 
Military Mission in Moscow in 1940. During the war he was with the Royal 
Army in Cairo. He is currently residing in Rome and is now in Gorizia 
awaiting his wife. 
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
